LONDON, Eng.—(By Mail)--It begins to 
look as if baby were about to record a come- 
back in this country. The birth figures for the 
second quarter of the present year have just 
been issued by the Registrar-General. He finds 
that more babies were born in that period than 
in the similar period of 1937 
and that the birth-rate for the 
first half of this year is the 
highest for any corresponding 
period since 1931, 

Jetween 1880 and 1933 the 
birthrate dropped from 34.2 to 
14.4, the latter the lowest figure 
ever reached. The decline was 
a steady one. By 1890 the rate 
was down to 30.2; ten years 
J. & NORCROSS later to 28.7, showing but a 
slight slackening in the downward trend. The 
figure for 1910, however, was 25.1, 

The year 1920 was abnormal, owing to the 
end of the war, and the rate actually rose to 
25.5. Buta recession to 16.3 in 1930 showed that, 
taking the 20-year period as a whole, the decline 
had been accelerated. As stated, by 1933 the 
rate had fallen to 14.4. 

Had the rate for the last five years continued 
to fall as fast as that for the previous three years 
the birth-rate this year would have been down 
to 11.25, or a fraction less than the death-rate, In 
short, the reduction in the total figure for the 
population forecast to occur about 1941 would 
have already begun 

But in 1934 the long-continued decrease was 
stopped, whether temporarily or permanently it 
is too soon to say. It is something to the good, 
however, that, little by little, the rate has climbed 
back to 16.1 or 1.7 more than in 1933, 

But 16.1 is not enough. This country needs a 
rate of from 19 to 20 to maintain its present num- 
bers, let alone to increase them. It is argued 
that a reduction would do no harm; we once got 
along with much fewer people than we have now 
and presumably could do so again.

TRADE HIGH | 

Canada’s total trade in the past 

fiscal year was the highest since 
1929, aggregating very nearly $2,- 
000,000,000. Canada’s favorable bal- 
ance of trade for the year 1937-38 
was $348,000,000 and, for the frst) 
time since 1921 Canada regained its 
place as the world’s fourth greatest | 
exporting nation. 

Canada’s aggregate trade in 
the calendar year 1937 was $500,- 
000,000 higher than in 1935 when 
the present government came into 
pffice. | 
You must remember that the 

other Canadian political leaders op- 
posing Mr. Mackenzie King stated 
publicly and repeatedly that inter- 
national trade had dried up and 
could not be developed again in our 
time. This fine showing, $500,000,000 
increase, in less than two years, In| 
our national financing is all the 
more praiseworthy in view of the 
very disastrous drought which hit 
Western Canada last season and 
reduced the total Canadian wheat 
crop to less than half the average 
yield—the smallest, in fact, since 


1914, 

RECESSION IN U.S. 

On top of that has been the 
severe business recession in the 
United States, one of Canada’s 
greatest markets The decline in 


business activity in that country in 
the first half of this year was even 
more drastic than in the panic year 
of 1929 | 

For the first time since 1929, the 
volume of employment in Canada | 
kept pace with industrial expan- 
sion and in March of 1938 the 
estimated number of unemployed 
and unemployables was lower | 
than in the same month of any | 
year since 1931, To put the sit- | 
uation another way—more Cana- | 
dians were employed gainfully | 
at the beginning of this year than 
at the corresponding time in any 
previous year of our history. 

The index number of employment } 
(taking 1926 as 100) on May 1, 1938, | 
stood at 111, a little higher than a) 
year ago. Since April 1937 to Aug- | 
ust last, over 121,000 people have | 
left our relief rolls. Recent figures 
would largely increase this total. 

It may be difficult for us in Al-| 
berta to fully grasp the extent of} 
our national recovery but if this| 
province has failed to benefit with 
the rest of the country, the fault is 
surely our own. I do not think it 
necessary to stress this point further 
at the moment, 


GRAIN TRAFFIC 

In Spite of the falling off in grain 
traffic last year as the result of| 
crop failure, operating revenues of 
the Canadian National Railways in-| 
creased over $11,000,000 compared) 
with the previous year, 

As the result of a skilfully-han- 
dled program of government fin- 
ancing, maturing obligations of 
the Dominion, on a scale of great 
magnitude, have been paid off or 
refunded at substantial interest 
savings to the country. 

For instance, during the past 
fiscal year the federal administra- 
tion has effected a saving in interest) 
charges of $6,342,000 per year, Since | 
the present government assumed | 
office, in fact, these refunding oper- | 
ations have effected an annual) 
saving of over $10,000,000!

BANK OF CANADA 


As was forecast by Premier 
on May 27, an amendment the 
Bank of Canada Act was introduced 
by Minister of Finance Dunning 
following the presentation of the 
budget. The amendment provided 
for the acquisition by the govern- 
ment of complete ownership of the 
Central Bank through the purchase 
of the ‘shares held by the public. 


to 


| The bill also provides for the reduc- 


tion of the capital of the bank from 
ten to five million dollars, 

The effect of this measure is, 
of course, to convert the Central 
Bank into a wholly government- 
owned as well as government- 
controlled institution. This step 
may be regarded as fulfillment of 
the pledge given by Mr. Macken- 
zie King in 1935: “To restore the 
control of the issue of currency 


and credit to the government.” 
The control is now fully in the 
hands of thes House of Commons 
What it can do and what it does 
with that control is all important. 
Actually, in my opinion, the gov- 


ernment had already possessed 
effective control of the Central 
Bank through majority ownership 


of its shares but there was a large 
public demand for full ownership 
as well as control. 


NO POLITICS 


Mr. Dunning explained that by 
this further action it was not the 
intention to render the Bank af 
Canada in any way a political arm 
of government. He warned such a 
development would be fatal to the 
successful function of the control 
of national monetary policy and na- 
tional credit. 

Complete ownership, well as 
control, was made necessary, the 
minister of finance stated, because 
the government considered it high- 
ly undesirable and very much 
against the national interest that 
there should be continued politica! 
controversy over the constitution of 
the bank itself. Although it was 
always desirable that there shbuld 
be public discussions with regard 


as 


to monetary policy generally, it 
would result only in harm if the 
constitution of the Central Bank 
also remained in the realm of pol 


itical controversy.

HEAR CHARGES 

We are accustomed hearing 
charges made of federal discrimina- 
tion against Alberta in the matter 
of financial assistance. None of 
these charges are supported by the| 
facts. The latest report of the audi- 
or general reveals that during the 
fiscal year 1936-37 British Columbia 
received from Ottawa a total of 
$8,295,481. Alberta got $8,346,349, | 
while $9,483,386 was spent in Mani- 
toba. Owing to the drought dis-| 
aster the total for Saskatchewan} 
(where nearly half the population | 
required Dominion relief) was con-| 
siderably higher than in the other 
three western provinces. For the| 
same year the aggregate amount of 
federal financial aid to Alberta, in- 
cluding loans and guarantees, was 
$11,477,903.28 

It is also interesting to note, in 
connection with Dominion gov- | 
ernment loans to provinces under 
relief legislation, that the total 
amount of such financial assist- | 
ance to Alberta now exceeds $26,- | 
000,000, of which $8,564,198 has | 
been loaned since Premier Aber- 
hart took office.

In fact, Mr. Dunning stated | 
that “the object is primarily to 
provide employment and secondly 
te enable municipalities to finance 
public services on easier terms.” 
As in the case of housing legisla- | 

tion, the constitutional authority of | 
the Dominion to extend this finan-!| 
cial help direct to municipalities 
is somewhat questionable. To fore- 
stall any charge that the Dominion 
is invading provincial rights, this 
bill provides that the application 
for a loan must be approved by the 
province which must also agree to 
guarantee payments of principal 
and interest by the municipality.
